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Community Celebrates New Fire Station 
By Marilou Newell 

The skies may have been overcast in shades of 
gray, but the atmosphere was one of excitement and sheer 
joy on December 11 when an estimated 350 residents, 
friends and family gathered inside Mattapoisett’s new fire 
station to celebrate its grand opening. 

And grand it was, with heart-felt speeches, fire 
personnel attired in dress uniforms and music appropriate 
to the occasion, all leading up to the big moment, the 
ribbon cutting. There were the soul-clutching sounds 
of the bagpipes played by retired Westport Deputy Fire 
Chief Sam Manley, followed by a thrilling and lilting 
rendition of the National Anthem sung by Erin Scott that 
provided that touch of grace. This was followed by Fire 
Chief Andrew Murray welcoming a standing-room-only 
crowd and leading attendees in the Pledge of Allegiance. 

A blessing and prayer from the Reverend Lucia 
Anne Jackson of the Mattapoisett Congregational Church 
preceded the speakers, as tiny children to senior citizens 
watched in solemnity and gratitude. 

Murray spoke to the critical need of replacing 
the 1951, long-outdated fire station at the corner of 
Route 6 and Barstow Street, where toxic off gassing from 
diesel fumes and other particulates had permeated the 
entire structure for decades, creating an unsafe working 
environment for the crews. 

The lack of a ventilation system along with the 
lack of the ability to shower or adequately clean fire gear 
contributed to the dangers faced by the department, 
he said. Added to that was the reality that toxins were 
most likely entering the private homes of the firefighters 
because equipment was being cleaned there. All of those 
immediate concerns were swept away with the opening of 
the new station. 

Another fact that became a real concern for the 
department and the town was the fact that modern-day

fire apparatus would not fit inside the obsolete structure. 
To demonstrate that point, a newer engine was positioned 
nose to nose with a 1940s model that Murray compared to 
the size of a pickup truck. 

Marveling at his surroundings, Select Board 
Chairman Jordan Collyer told the assembled, “Look what 
you have given our very deserving family.” 

Collyer thanked Representative Bill Straus for his 
help in securing the grant funding for the traffic lights 
necessary for the safety of the public and Mattapoisett 
firefighters as they exit the station onto Route 6. That 
estimated $1,000,000 package was not part of the original 
$9,000,000 cost estimate for the new building, he noted. 

But Collyer’s message was as heartfelt as 
admittedly nervous. Fighting through his mix of 
emotions, Collyer spoke of firefighters as a family 
he has felt part of since he was a young boy. While 
acknowledging that the old firehouse held many fond 
memories, it is incumbent upon the crews to take those 
memories with them to the new fire station where “we 
will remain a family.” 

If there is a singular person worthy of note for his 
unflagging willingness to volunteer for the massive job of

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spearheading the Fire Station Committee, all agreed it is 
Mike Hickey. 

Hickey, a retired engineer whose career includes 
being part of teams responsible for building some of 
Boston’s iconic healthcare facilities, took upon himself the 
challenge of pulling together not only the committee that 
would spend two years researching structural options for 
a new fire station but then oversee on behalf of the town 
the actual construction. 

True to his unassuming nature, Hickey thanked 
others with a special shoutout to his wife, retired educator 
and author Kathleen Hickey. In his opening remarks, he 
said the catch phrase “It takes a village” was appropriate. 
“Tt has been a labor of love by all involved for a much 
needed and deserving department, and for the long-term 
benefit of all of Mattapoisett.” He said that the need for a 
new station was not a question. “That’s been known for 
30 years!” Hickey said that the Fire Department was a 
patient department, “doing their job and making the most 
with the facility they had.” He thanked them for their 
service. 

Hickey commented on Murray’s many 
presentations to various committees and boards over the 
preceding years, “selling the project” and that once the 
project made it through to a warrant article at the 2019 
Annual Town Meeting, “approval at town meeting was 
not to be taken for granted no matter how significant the 
need.” 

In the end, the project received overwhelming 
support with 441 Town Meeting members voting yes 
and only four casting a no vote. “Two weeks later at the 
polls the debt exclusion passed — 1160 to 160 —- Thank you 
Mattapoisett!” 

Certificates of appreciation from the Fire 
Department to several critical players who assisted in 
getting the project done were given to William Cantor, 
Fire Station Committee member; Hickey, retired Director 
of Inspectional Services; Andy Bobola, Collyer; Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco; former Town Administrator 
Mike Gagne, and soon to be appointed Police Chief 
Captain Jason King. 

Before the ribbon cutting, former Town 
Administrator Mike Gagne and former selectman Paul 
Silva concurred that the timing was right for the massive

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house would quickly fill up with cousins and aunts and 
uncles, she said, so much so that they outgrew that large 
family homestead. In future years, the clan would up 
sticks to her grandfather’s house also on North Street, 
but Bauer said, as the family continued to grow large, 
singular gatherings became multiple smaller gatherings.

Second Precinct Won’t Change Voting 
Mattapoisett Select Board

It’s official, well nearly official that Mattapoisett 
has become a two-precinct town — again. 

During its December 14 meeting, the Mattapoisett 
Select Board met with Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger to 
approve the precincts’ layout. The deadline for submitting 
the required paperwork to the state officials was 
December 15, causing Heuberger to say, “I’ll be running 
up to Boston tomorrow.” 

Regarding what voters can expect when going to 
the polls, Heuberger said little would change; there would 
be one polling location, Old Hammondtown School, and 
voting will be held at the same time for both precincts. 
Check-in will be slightly modified with tables for each 
precinct. 

But this isn’t the first time Mattapoisett’s 
population count required more than one precinct. 
“Between 2000 and 2010 there were two,” Heuberger 
stated. “I don’t think this is going away, but it comes 
down to the state.” 

When her office was first notified by state election 
officials that the town’s population had sufficiently grown 
to the point of needing two precincts, Heuberger sought 
to have the town remain a single precinct but was advised 
two would be required. A new voting machine has been 
purchased, she said. 

So what are the two precincts? “Most of the 
village and most of the area east of North Street,” will be 
one precinct, Heuberger said, and “most of everything

They said that for the past 30 years the town had been 
maintaining the road but since Barry Denham’s retirement 
nothing has been done. They said they had never wanted 
a private road. Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said he 
would research the matter with the Planning Board and 
explained that there was a process for having a roadway 
accepted as a town way. 

Select Board member Tyler Macallister told the 
group that there are costs associated with having the 
town maintain a private road, primarily materials, with 
the town providing the labor and equipment. Lorenco 
said their application for roadway maintenance would be 
taken up at the next board meeting. 

The annual holiday tree lighting is planned for 
Shipyard Park on Saturday, December 18, at 5:00 pm. 
There will also be a swearing in ceremony on December 
16 at 5:00 pm in the new fire station for incoming Police 
Chief Jason King. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
is scheduled for Tuesday, December 28, at 6:30 pm. 


Town Wharves Could Cost $6,000,000 
Mattapoisett Master Plan Committee

It’s been a year since the Mattapoisett Master 
Plan Committee began the process of updating the 
roadmap that will help steer the town toward meeting 
its goals and expectations for the next decade. No small 
task on its own, the formation of a think tank during the 
pandemic has occurred in the virtual world of Zoom 
meetings, piling onto the hurdles already challenging the 
committee. 

The December 8 meeting introduced the scaling 
of another high hurdle as the committee began taking 
deeper dives into individual town departments’ goals 
and plans associated with the elements of a Master Plan, 
in some cases working in conjunction with entities tied to 
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the goals and plans such as the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
and the Historical Commission. 

On the agenda for this night was Mattapoisett 
Harbormaster Jamie McIntosh and Carlos DeSousa, 
chairman of the Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board. 
The discussion centered around how the Harbormaster 
Department and the role of the harbormaster has 
expanded over the last two years along with the positive 
impact that expansion has had not only for the boating 
community but for the town and its residents overall. 

McIntosh said that the first goal the town 
undertook was to have a full-time position for the 
harbormaster. To that end, McIntosh was hired and 
began to drill down into the financial condition of the 
Waterfront Enterprise Fund that was established so 
that waterways fees paid by boaters would cover the 
department’s expenses. But it was already known that the 
fund isn’t sustainable. “We had to look at fees and how 
we were going to pay for future needs. Waterways fees 
were recently increased to achieve financial stability of the 
fund,” McIntosh noted. 

McIntosh and DeSousa spoke to the disrepair of 
the town’s historic wharves, the need to fund engineering 
studies, designs and finally construction before the wharf 
foundations degrade any further. Rough cost estimates 
put a $6,000,000 price tag on that work, they said. 
McIntosh talked about grant pursuits he may propose, but 
even with grant funding the town will be facing costs. 

McIntosh said he wants to find new ways to 
utilize the wharf at town beach known as Barstow Wharf, 
including a potential pulley system for skiffs and kayaks. 
When asked if the town has suitable access to its coastline, 
McIntosh said a map could be updated and made 
available online and at the harbormaster’s office, a map 
that would show resident and nonresident access points. 

McIntosh also discussed the need for a harbor 
management plan that would map out the department's 
own master plan, one that could be added to the overall 
plan underway. 

The Master Plan process is being organized 
and navigated with the assistance of the Southeast 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD,) which has identified the following Master 
Plan elements for Mattapoisett: Vision of the Future, Land 
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Use, Economic Development, Housing, Open Space and 
Recreation, Natural and Cultural Resources, Services 
and Facilities, Transportation and Circulation, Coastal 
Resilience and Implementation. 

Faced with the daunting task of looking at every 
element within the community including numerous 
subcategories, the MPC has filled its meeting agendas 
with topics as diverse as economic development to 
playgrounds, a study of population data and threats 
posed by global warming to a seaside town. 

Along with DeSousa, MPC members include Bob 
Burgman, Carole Clifford, Shirley Haley, Colby Rottler, 
Kate Haley, Donna Shea, Yasmin Flefleh-Vincent, Kate 
Connelly, David Horowitz, Paul Criscuolo, Nate Ketchel, 
Mary Dermody, Mike Rosa, Robin LePore, Aaron Smith, 
Chrystal Walsh, Janice Robbins and Planning Board 
Chairman Tom Tucker. Pinch-hitting as administrative 
assistant to the Planning Board and all-around MPC 
ringleader has been Mike Gagne, the former town 
administrator. They have all volunteered to help the town 
and the quality of life for its residents via a Master Plan. 

With a June 2022 completion date just two seasons 
away, the MPC with the assistance of the SRPEDD will 
continue scaling hurdles. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Master Plan 
Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, January 5, at 7:00 
pm, at which time the Historical Commission will discuss 
its role in the community. The MPC will also take up a 
long list of incomplete discussion items from previous 
meetings. 


DPW Digging into Dated Infrastructure 
Marion Capital Improvements Planning Committee

Marion’s Capital Improvements Planning 
Committee saved the longest list for last, and the 
rundown of capital requests from the Department of 
Public Works is so deep that CIPC Chairman Paul Naiman 
suggested at the start of Monday night’s meeting that 
the committee field two categories from DPW Director 
Nathaniel Munafo and save the third for a later date. 

Munafo presented his FY23 requests (and 10-year 
plan) for the Highway and Water departments. The Sewer 
Department will have its own meeting at a date to be 
determined, and that will push back the CIPC’s scoring 
meeting originally set for December 15 to January 5. 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail pointed out that 
the DPW’s purview encompasses highway, water and 
sewer. “It’s like three different budgets,” he said. 

The good news is the CIPC runs an efficient ship 
so pushing back a week does not threaten its ability to 
stay ahead of the town as it turns the page toward the 
spring’s annual Town Meeting. 

In introducing his three Highway Department 
requests, Munafo made sure to thank DPW employees 
Becky Tilden and Megan Davis for their tireless work 
in preparing the information for the committee’s 
consumption. 

The three requests are: $4,500,000 for design 
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and construction of anew DPW headquarters at Benson 
Brook, $230,000 for a new street sweeper;and $85,000 to 
replace the fire alarm security system at the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant and DPW office. 

Considered a “bare bones project,” the price tag 
on the new DPW is based on the last budget that architect 
Will Saltonstall presented on November 2. Preliminary 
design includes two mechanics’ bays, a bay to wash 
vehicles and some covered parking for vehicles to protect 
from the elements. On the site will be a small lunchroom 
and bathroom facilities, even in modest designs a 
significant upgrade over the current setup on Mill Street. 
The new facility would also be connected to town sewer 
and include a covered salt-storage structure to the water 
tower. 

The new DPW would meet OSHA regulations 
that cannot be met at the current facility, along with 
the six control-measure requirements of the Municipal 
Separate Storm Sewer Systems (MS4) permit. 

The majority of cost would come out of the 
town’s general fund, but Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
said the cost might be reduced by dipping into free cash. 

Select Board member John Waterman, sitting in 
on the meeting, said that during the recent public tour of 
existing facilities and project sites a gentleman offered to 
donate some money toward the new DPW. 

Munafo told the CIPC he is budgeting eight 
months to achieve a detailed design, and that may 
include a net-zero energy consumption. McGrail said that 
construction will happen in 2023 with plans to go out to 
bid in March 2023 at the latest. The salt-storage structure 
is included in the same timeline. 

McGrail said that the wooden buildings at the 
current DPW site would be demolished with a plan to 
repurpose the cinderblock building for winter boat work. 
Waterman said the lot would also be used for overflow 
parking from Old Landing in the summer. 

If none of Munafo’s 10 Water Department 
requests were as expensive as anew DPW operations 
center, Marion’s longstanding infrastructural needs are 
equally daunting against a double-edged timeline of 
substantial residential developments planned for Route 
6 and the state Department of Transportation’s plans to 
improve the road. 

Munafo requested $165,000 to design the 
replacement of 5,700 feet of watermain pipe on Route 6 
from Creek Road to River Road. He told the committee 
that his FY24 placeholder of $2,700,000 can be moved to 
another fiscal year. 

A July 4 water leak on Jeri Lane led to a dig into 
a section of 6-inch steel watermain under Route 6 that 
is estimated to date back to the 1930s. “That was fun,” 
said Munafo. “We realized a lot of the infrastructure is 
very bad on this stretch of watermain. Any worse and 
we would have had to shut off all the way back to Front 
Street.” 

Anticipating water and sewer needs of Ken 
Steen’s Heron Cove and Matt Zuker’s projects, Munafo 
said that once the Massachusetts DOT has done its work 
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on Route 6, Marion would be locked out of excavation on 
the highway for a substantial period of time so it’s crucial 
that the town make any infrastructural upgrades ahead of 
those projects. 

Two engineering firms, Weston & Sampson and 
Tata & Howard, are studying the situation, according to 
Munafo. 

Munafo’s first Water Department request was 
$250,000 to repair 600 linear feet of pipe along Creek 
Road. Work on a culvert revealed a surprising fact that 
the stretch of pipe has been offline, and an effort to get it 
back online revealed pressure leaks. “It’s a mystery to all 
of us,” said Munafo, who noted that Tata and Howard is 
helping the town determine if the culvert is the cause. 
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A solution for that stretch of pipe, said Munafo, 
would definitely help circulate water to the Heron Cove 
site. 

The Water Department requested $50,000 for 
emergency chlorine injection at the Perry Hill metering 
station and Wolf Island station. It is believed that Marion’s 
boil order outlasted Mattapoisett’s because Marion 
depended on the Mattapoisett River Valley Water District 
for chlorination. “By the time the MRV chlorine reached 
Marion, a large percentage had been used up. We ended 
up having to chlorinate our water tanks a couple of 
times,” said Munafo. 

Marion and other MRV member towns do 
not chlorinate their water on a regular basis but only 
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when needed. “I agree with that because I can taste the 
difference and it’s not as good,” said CIPC member Casey 
Barros. 

Other requests included: a $75,000 Ford F350 
pickup truck to replace an existing same model, $85,000 
for an emergency towable/ portable generator to provide 
power for Marion-owned pumping stations and to finish 
work on the generator at Perry Hill station, $20,000 to 
evaluate the main pumping station, $20,000 to evaluate 
the Perry Hill pumping station, $20,000 for security-based, 
risk and assessment recommendations, $15,000 to conduct 
an inventory on the watermain gates as to their operating 
capacity and $40,000 for a unidirectional flushing plan of 
watermains. 

The next meeting of the Marion CIPC is 
anticipated by December 23, but a date has not been set. 


Callow Offers Creative Solution 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Dustan McGlinn admitted he made multiple 
mistakes in building a deck that blatantly violates 
property-line setbacks, but he dug in hard before the 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals to dispute the emerging 
narrative that he operated on the theory that it’s better to 
apologize than it is to ask for permission. 

“T apologize if that’s the way it seems, but that’s 
just not the case,” said McGlinn during the December 9 
continued public hearing. 

Already complicated, Case No. 797 took on 
another dimension on November 4 when McGlinn, who 
is still the applicant for a variance, sold his 20 Beach Street 
house to Steven and Heidi Nye. 

ZBA Chair Cynthia Callow was admittedly 
stymied by the series of events that placed McGlinn back 
before the board seeking forgiveness. “I have no idea why 
a permit was not pulled,” said Callow, noting that the 
abutter directly behind the house “doesn’t even see the 
deck.” Callow further stated that had such an application 
come before the ZBA prior to construction, “it would have 
been a five-minute meeting.” 

ZBA member Margie Baldwin concurred and 
added that it’s not fair to punish the new owners of the 
home. 
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Steven and Heidi Nye were present on the 
December 9 Zoom call and stated that they bought the 
house for their daughter Jessica Nye and that the deck as 
built was a selling point because of the small yard. 

The variance from Section 230-5.1 of Marion’s 
zoning bylaws seeks allowance of an existing, 
nonconforming deck to remain in place despite its 
construction without Building Department permission, 
Conservation Commission vetting (because the property 
sits in the flood zone) or ZBA approval. 

The three-pronged violation, especially coming in 
the wake of multiple communiques with the town dating 
back to August 17, was a hard sell. 

“I want to let Mr. McGlinn know that it was 
pretty bad what he did here,” said Callow. 

McGlinn, who described himself as a Marine 
Corp veteran and a firefighter, blamed his missteps 
on ignorance and insists he did not intend to ignore 
communication from Building Commissioner Scott 
Shippey or violate regulations. 

Callow prepared a response and bounced it off 
Town Counsel Jon Witten. “Any way we can open up a 
new permit (application) or continue and ask the new 
owners to buy a little part of land from the abutters to 
meet the setbacks?” Callow asked. 

Impressed with the idea, Witten said that would 
work “if it can be done on the ground,” meaning if the 
Nyes and their abutter(s) could strike a deal. 

Steve Nye said he is amendable to a land 
acquisition. “I get it, I’m in the building industry, and I get 
it. We can’t let people run amok with what they’re doing.” 

Given her opportunity to address the board, 
abutter Veronica Williams, 122 Wareham Road, expressed 
outrage at the unpermitted construction and asserted that 
the deck invades her property, but McGlinn disputed the 
fact. 

“We're trying to remove Dustan from the 
situation now that we’re the new owners. I totally 
understand the legality of this,” said Heidi Nye, who 
asked the ZBA for a 12-month period to formulate a 
Plan B in the event the board rules against McGlinn’s 
application for the variance. She acknowledged a 
potential land purchase and adjusting the deck to the 
setback requirements. 

While acknowledging Covid and weather-related 
delays in construction, Witten advised against granting 
the Nyes a full year to address the problem. “Because it’s 
an illegal deck, the board cannot be party to looking the 
other way; 12 months may be taken as looking the other 
way,” said Witten, who suggested a month for the parties 
to work out a solution. 

The board heeded his advice. 

In voting to continue the public hearing to 
January 27, Callow said “no construction or engineering is 
going to happen right away.” 

ZBA member Will Tifft was the lone dissenting 
vote against the continuance. ZBA member Dana Nilson 
recused himself from participation in judging the case so 
Callow replaced him on the voting roster with associate 
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member Dannie Engwert. 

After substantial deliberation, the ZBA voted 
to grant Mark McKenzie a special permit under Section 
230-5.2b of Marion’s bylaws to allow the division of an 
existing lot with two homes, contingent on specifically 
located water and sewer connections. 

The resulting two lots at 3 and 12 Taunton Avenue 
date back to 1947 with the building of the first of the two 
houses on the property. The more recent house was built 
in 1986 and an unattached garage added in 2001. 

According to both the town and McKenzie’s 
representative, Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, the 
lots could have been divided by right and without the 
vetting of the ZBA had the lot sizes and frontage been 
divided equally. But an unattached garage and a piece of 
a driveway overlap with what would be the property line 
and necessitated the special permit. 

“A portion of one of the lots would intersect the 
driveway and require easements. It didn’t really make a 
lot of sense to divide them that way,” explained Madden 
to the board, noting that the effort in the petition is to 
“create two lots that are created most-nearly equal.” 

The resultant lots are uniformly shaped, Lot 265- 
A measuring 211.47 feet of frontage and 15,276 in total 
square feet and Lot 265-B measuring 241 feet of frontage 
and 15,898 in total square feet. 

“Tt doesn’t make sense to have a property line 
at the garage ... I think they’ve done a pretty good job ... 
I think the hardship is the location of those buildings,” 
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said Nilson, recommending the board’s approval of the 
application. 

As Shippey explained to the board and confirmed 
by McKenzie, the houses are connected on one municipal 
service line, and then one feeds the other. McKenzie said 
he had already addressed the matter with the Water / 
Sewer department and assured the ZBA that there is no 
problem fixing the connection. 

As conditioned in the special permit, the lot at 
3 Taunton Avenue will connect to services via Converse 
Road, and the lot at 12 Taunton Avenue will revert to 
its prior connection. Shippey said that there will be 
connection fees associated with the rearrangement 
through the DPW. 

In answer to Baldwin’s question, McKenzie 
confirmed the intention to sell both properties to settle the 
estate. 

Two members of the public spoke, Barry Gaffey, 
22 Converse Road, in support, and Sharon Levine, 8 
Taunton Avenue, who expressed concern over lack of 
notification. 

Board administrator Anne Marie Tobia told the 
board she mails to all abutters within 300 feet. Levine 
said no one on Taunton Avenue was notifie, and all have 
forwarding mail service. McKenzie said that unless 
residents notify the post office on an annual basis, their 
mail will not be forwarded. Tobia reiterated the fact of her 
effort. 


The next meeting of the Marion ZBA is scheduled 
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for Thursday, January 13, at 6:30 pm. 


Randall Lane Solar Clears Review 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The Randall Lane LLC Notice of Intent filing for a 
large solar array planned off Randall Lane will receive an 
Order of Conditions. 

At the reopened public hearing, project 
representative Eric Las of Beals and Thomas said that 
Planning Board review was finalizing its decision and that 
the public hearing for that board’s oversight had been 
closed. Las said that fencing previously planned inside 
the flood zone was moved. He confirmed that the project 
as now presented will not change. 

None of the commissioners nor Conservation 
Agent Brandon Faneuf had any questions or comments 
during ConCom’s December 13 meeting. The public 
hearing was closed. 

However, commissioner Chapman Dickers whose 
home is located adjacent to the property in question said 
that neighbors are concerned that their private wells 
would be impacted as had been the case during the 
construction of Route 195. 

Chairman Mike King said, “I can’t imagine 
there’ll be a problem,” calling the scope of construction 
“low impact.” King added, “I’m sure they’Il be respectful 
of Mattapoisett.” Las will return to the commission at its 
next scheduled meeting to receive an Order of Conditions. 

In other business, a residential home site located 
on the barrier beach along Cove Street also received 
favorable comments from the commission. The NOI was 
filed by David Ricci and represented by Bob Field of Field 
Engineering. 

The plan includes an elevated home of 
approximately 900 square feet on the shore side of the 
roadway and a two-car parking area on the opposite side 
of the street on a separate lot. 

The project received conditions that include 
maintenance of beach grasses into perpetuity, as well 
as eradication of knotweed into perpetuity. It was also 
agreed that several red cedar trees would be planted. 

The commission ratified an after-the-fact filing by 
the Mattapoisett Highway Department for the cleaning of 
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storm drains and associated structures at Gray Drive. The |

MOSAC Finds Path to Clearing 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

Way at the back of the line in Marion’s cleanup 
efforts this fall has been the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission’s requests for assistance in 
moving along its Point Road Path project. 

Seeing no pathway through the debris along the 
side of Point Road, MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell 
decided to take a short cut, and in the commission’s 
December 2 meeting he told members that he had talked 
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to Dave Jenney who, as a “single practitioner” is not 
subject to the prevailing-wage law. 

“T asked him what he could do clearing out that 
first 1,000 feet, and he said his daily rate is $950 a day. So 
I thought, we do have money in our budget for this work 
and I thought, let’s get him for one day and see what 
progress we make, and then we'll have an idea what it'll 
cost for this whole 3,500 feet there, not including the big 
trees or stump removal,” explained Rockwell. 

The plan is to clear out a 14-foot-wide swath of 
medium-size trees and brush and thereby make room 
for larger equipment. Expectations on a timeline were 
tempered by the additional trees taken down by the storm 
that caused massive power outages across the region in 
late October. 

“T know if he had some helping hands pulling 
brush out of the way, that would help move things 
along,” said Rockwell. “Rather than trying to get a 
contract and going through the contract basis and writing 
up bid specs ... he’s done work for us in the past, and I’ve 
been very impressed by it.” 

MOSAC member Debbie Ewing agreed with the 
direction. 

“Tf he only gets 50 feet, then we can extrapolate 
out, but if he gets 1,000 feet done, then we know how 
much it’s going to cost to do the whole 3,000 feet,” said 
Rockwell, who added that Jenney’s machine can turn the 
smaller debris into little bits. “Anything less than 2 inches, 
he’s just going to turn into dust.” 

Rockwell hopes a couple of chainsaw-wielding 
helpers can support the effort by following along and 
removing smaller limbs. “Cutting stuff, that’s actually 
pretty easy. It’s getting stuff out of the way (that’s the 
challenge,)” he said. 

Listening in, former MOSAC member Alan Harris 
suggested a volunteer workday to augment Jenney’s 
effort. 

With plans to be back in Marion last week, 
Rockwell and Ewing were to meet to stake out the next 
1,000 feet of the Point Road Path. 

Harris told the commission that signs reading 
“No Motorized Vehicles” were removed from Goldavitz 
Bog. He requested MOSAC labels to accompany the 
signs when replaced. He also “retroactively asked” for 
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MOSAC’s permission to place a sign on behalf of the 
Sippican Lands Trust that asks visitors to wear orange 
and to pick up after their dogs. Rockwell and Ewing 
welcomed the idea. 

“And just to calm anyone who might watch this, 
we have many sportsmen, very low incidents of any 
negative interaction,” said Harris. “It’s always good, 
though, to wear orange.” 

G.A.F. Engineering flagged out the wetlands for 
Great Swamp Trail fire access, according to Rockwell, 
who said he checked it out and received positive feedback 
from Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee. Looking to 
spread a couple of loads of gravel, MOSAC planned to file 
a Request for Determination of Applicability (RDA) with 
the Conservation Commission. 

Ewing volunteered to represent MOSAC on 
Marion’s Community Preservation Committee. The CPC 
fields applications for grant funding from private and 
public projects related to community preservation. 

“The only skill is cutting through the B.S. on 
the grant applications,” said Rockwell, who said the 
expedient way to judge a project is to go straight to the 
budget page and see if the plan has a chance to succeed 
based on evidence of research. 

MOSAC member Amanda Chace supported 
Ewing’s representation to the CPC, saying it would give 
her the opportunity to learn about what the other boards 
and committees in town are doing. The commission voted 
3-0 in favor. 
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The commission did not schedule its next meeting 
at adjournment. 


MRV Back on Course 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Protection Supply 
Advisory Committee

The Mattapoisett River Valley Water District 
Commission voted to accept a FY23 budget of $2,283,400 
during its December 14 meeting. The meeting was the 
first since November 9 after a rash of meetings including 
emergency meetings on October 12 and 15 and the regular 
meeting on October 19. 

The FY23 budget is 0.6 percent less than the FY22 
budget, according to Jon Gregory of Tata & Howard. The 
capital-costs assessment of $446,000 is included in the 
FY23 budget figure. 

“T believe it’s a pretty solid budget moving 
forward. ... with a half a percentage below, we’re going 
to be looking at getting filters,” said Henri Renauld, the 
director of the MRV’s water-treatment plant. 

Gregory and Renauld were part of the FY23 
budget subcommittee, along with Nathaniel Munafo and 
Meghan Davis of the Marion Department of Public Works. 

The group agreed that the “capital cost 
apportionment” which is supposed to be up for revision 
every five years has reached that point, though no one 
in attendance could confirm exactly when it was last 
done. Renauld said that the latest assessment is “very 
close” between Marion and Mattapoisett, a one- percent 
difference with Fairhaven’s apportionment remaining the 
same. 

The MRV voted to authorize Chairman Vinnie 
Furtado to sign estoppel agreements for two property 
transfers indicating that the commission has no issues 
with the involved parties. The members also voted to 
authorize counsel Blair Bailey to pay KP Law, an expense 
that is reimbursed to the MRV. 

Gregory told the members that he received two 
emails from attorneys prior to the meeting, saying they 
were anxious to receive news of the estoppel executions. 

Renauld received a vote of approval to order a 
new chlorine analyzer to replace a 12-year-old analyzer of 
the same make and model. He said the MRV is supposed 
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to be monitoring the water continuously. The $9,925 cost 
would consist of $7,500 in capital so the request was for 
the remaining amount. 

The new model would not only monitor the 
chlorine but if it sees the level getting high it can lower 
it and stop it from going into alarm mode. “It’s a very 
good system, well alarmed, and it meets all the DEP 
standards,” said Renauld. 

Paul Howard of Tata & Howard noted that the 
new model is “totally incorporated to any changes we’re 
making to the plant so it can be used in the future.” 

In his Tata & Howard report to the commission, 
Gregory updated preliminary design and layouts for the 
new filters, blowers and skids. He said that by the MRV’s 
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next meeting the project will be a lot further along. 

The MRV’s Emergency Response Plan update will 
be certified with the Environmental Protection Agency by 
the end of 2021, as annual ERP training was completed 
with sessions on November 10 and 17. 

In his Treatment Plant Operations update, 
Renauld said that while the plant has been running well, 
the storms led to generator problems at the beginning of 
November. “One of our switch gears is acting up,” said 
Renauld, who added a Rhode Island company is coming 
in to make a repair. 

The MRV lost ozone during the October power 
outage and backed water up because valves failed to 
correctly close. Renauld is working with Fintech to install 
in spring-type valves. There has also been replacement 
of ductwork on top of the heating units on the plant’s 
roof. Overnight flushing of force mains coming out of the 
facility was successfully conducted on November 29 to 
eradicate heavier debris. 

Chlorinating may be long-term according to 
Renauld, who hopes it may be able to stop after January 
1, when samples will be taken and then the MRV will 
approach the DEP on the matter. Continued chlorination, 
said Renauld, has led to oxidation in the watermains, 
causing dirty water in some of the member communities. 

In her Treasurer’s Report to the commission, 
Wendy Graves reported $51,840 in total paid invoices for 
December.

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Committee met immediately before the commission with 
all but one member overlapping, and Katie Desrosiers 
attended on behalf of Mattapoisett in place of Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco. 

In his Treasurer’s report to the committee, Jeff 
Furtado corrected last month’s Fairhaven assessment 
which he said was $6 off and should have been 
$292,659.70. He reported payment of several invoices 
highlighted by Tata & Howard invoices of $854.19 and 
$1,281.28. 

The committee’s ending balance for December 
was $290,138.98. The tallies since July 1 were $11,025.03 for 
expenses and $73,614.54 for income. The committee voted 
to approve new invoice payments to Tata & Howard 
for the 2018 annual report ($2,032.90) and equipment 
purchases ($1,809.08.) 

Davis is still in the process of gathering term- 
expiration letters from members in both the commission 
and the committee. 

MRV member emeritus David Pierce, attending 
remotely from his home in Vermont, was alert to ask if 
the committee’s 2021 annual report had been prepared. 
Gregory confirmed Pierce’s timing saying, “It’s that 
time of year, and if the committee would like Tata & 
Howard to prepare the annual report, we’d be happy to.” 
The committee and later the commission in its meeting 
likewise voted to accept Gregory’s offer to have Tata & 
Howard provide the MRV’s annual reports. 

Gregory also reported to the committee that the 
engineering firm’s November invoice included a flow 
probe that Dave Watling is now using in his testing 
program. Member Nick Nicholas reminded Gregory 
to take care of two level-logger locations where an 
adjustment is needed so the graphs don’t show an odd 
influx. 

The next meetings of the MRV Water District 
Commission and Water Protection Supply Committee are 
scheduled for Tuesday, January 11, at 3:30 pm and 4:00

MCAS Results A Mixed Bag 


Marion School Committee

Sippican Elementary School Principal Marla Sirois 
and Assistant Principal Peter Crisafulli presented on the 
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2021 MCAS testing results during the Marion School 
Committee’s December 1 meeting. 

ORR Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
acknowledged the challenges that accompanied MCAS 
testing during the pandemic-affected learning models. 

“The Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE) correctly predicted that there would be 
statewide dips in scores compared to previous data sets. 
Here in the tri-town, we saw some instances of this dip, 
but overall we are extremely proud of the efforts that our 
school community made last year,” said Nelson, reading 
from a prepared statement. “The majority of our scores 
were consistent or above state averages. Our faculty, 
our families and most of all, our students should be 
commended on their efforts. 

“We will use this set of data in conjunction 
with all available data points to inform instructional 
approaches and interventions for our students moving 
forward. Most importantly, we will continue to focus on 
the whole child, fostering a strong sense of belonging, 
social-emotional wellness and offer a strong, grade- 
appropriate instruction and learning opportunities for all 
students.” 

In summarizing information on Sippican School’s 
MCAS results from 2018 to 2021, Sirois laid out the 
scoring chart: 530-560 exceeds expectations, 500-529 meets 
expectations, 470-499 partially meets expectations and 
440-469 not meeting expectations. 

Sirois called the MCAS “a snapshot in time” 
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and noted that because there was no MCAS testing for 
2019-20, third and fourth graders were taking the test for 
the first time. As a result, the Student Growth Percentile 
measuring multi-year growth now begins in Grade 5 
because of the lack of sufficient MCAS data during the 
pandemic. 

Assistant Principal Peter Crisafulli pointed out 
that while Marion’s average grades in English language 
and Arts slightly declined during the pandemic, the town 
ranked favorably against the state average in exceeding, 
meeting and not meeting expectations and the same as the 
state average in partially meeting expectations. 

In Math, Sippican performed similarly, grading 
more students higher than the state average in exceeding 
or meeting expectations and even with state average in 
partially or not meeting expectations. Where Sippican 
made a disappointing report was in third-grade math. 
Only 25 percent of the students exceeded (4 percent) or 
met (21 percent) expectations. 

“This is not the data we hoped to see, but 
statewide math scores were lower than hoped for,” said 
Sirois, who noted that Grade 3 staffing at Sippican was 
altered in 2020-21 due to the pandemic. “Specifically, 
we had many remote students, and when we came 
back many students had to switch teachers. We’re also 
looking at our math resources as well as our interventions 
to ensure that we’re meeting the need of all of our 
students wherever they are, prepandemic, now and 
postpandemic.” 

Third graders at Sippican fared much better in 
English Language and Arts. Grade 4 students were much 
stronger in math with 48 percent exceeding or meeting 
expectations. For Grade 5, the ELA MCAS results were 
not as favorable as they were for Grades 3 and 4, as 41 
percent of fifth graders only partially met expectations. 
Sirois noted that many of those grades were close to “the 
meeting line” and said she is confident that the “partially 
meets expectations” group will show growth in Grade 6. 

The fact Sippican’s students showed less growth 
in ELA than the state average is mitigated by higher 
grades coming into the 2020-21 year, according to Sirois. 

In Math, 48 percent of Grade 5 Sippican students 
met or exceeded expectations. In Science and Technology / 
Engineering, 57 percent of Sippican’s Grade 5 students 
exceeded or met expectations. 

Grade 6 students fared better with 62 percent 
exceeding or meeting expectations in ELA, well above the 
state average, and 53 percent of math students likewise 
achieving. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, April Rios opened 
by thanking the Sippican students, teachers and families 
for their support during MCAS testing. “We really have 
to look at this and go back to the 2019 (comparison,)” she 
said. “I know that MCAS is never an easy thing to begin 
with, so with everything that was on everybody’s plates, 
I was very proud of, overall, the numbers. I know they’re 
not possibly where we want them to be, but I know that 
we'll get them back to where they were and where we 
want them.” 
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In his Central Office Administrator’s report, 
Nelson addressed the Covid-19 situation at Sippican. 
There have been 32 Covid-19 cases to date at Sippican, 
including five in isolation as of the December 1 committee 
meeting. Nelson said that testing remains instrumental in 
maintain in-person learning. 

The state’s masking update continues, but Nelson 
anticipates an update in January as the timeline for the 
mandate nears its scheduled expiration. With vaccinations 
now available for ages five and up, the ORR District 
is gathering information to fully understand where 
individual schools are at where it concerns caring for the 
students. 

In her report to the committee, Assistant 
Superintendent of Teaching and Learning Jannell 
Pearson-Campbell said that a professional development 
day was held on November 12, when teachers heard 
from Lesley University and held a responsive classroom 
for social-emotional learning. Sippican and other ORR 
District-school representatives will visit Lesley on January 
18 as part of a two-year process aimed at professional 
development in areas involving literacy and dyslexia. A 
parents online-education opportunity was also scheduled 
for December 13. 

Director of Student Services Craig Davidson said 
that the state Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Education (DESE) would be visiting to finalize ORR’s 
audit. Davidson said the focus of the visit would be 
on civil rights and education, and he called the overall 
process a “two-and-a-half-year journey.” DESE’s audit 
works on a three-year cycle. A report is expected in the 
upcoming months. 

Davidson said ORR is also partnering with DESE 
on preschool and kindergarten learning experiences, 
building off equitable support for children with 
disabilities program and focusing on antiracist practices. 

The next Early Childhood Council meeting is 
scheduled for January 19, and any tri-town resident 
can attend the ORR preschool screening being held on 
January 26 at Center School in Mattapoisett. 

Committee Vice Chairperson Nichole Daniel 
said that Sippican has moved into Phase 3 (progress 
monitoring) of the Acceleration Road Map. Daniel also 
reported on a Grade 6 study of the history of the Crayola 
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Crayons Company. 

In his report, Assistant Superintendent of Finance 
and Operations Howie Barber told the committee that 
Sippican Elementary School’s budget has $642,000 of 
unencumbered and unobligated funds, and 85.77 percent 
of those funds are related to student-related operating 
costs. 

The committee voted to accept a donation of 
a book for the school library offered by ORR School 
Committee Chairperson (and Marion resident) Heather 
Burke. The book “Monty and Rose, Nest at Montrose” 
was written by Tamima Itani about piping plovers. 

Rios opened the meeting with a moment of silence 
for the victims in the Oakland County Michigan High 
School shooting. At the conclusion of the public session, 
the committee entered executive session to discuss 
collective bargaining and only returned to adjourn. 

The next meeting of the Marion School Committee 
is scheduled for Wednesday, January 12 and the Joint 
School Committee is scheduled to meet on January 20. 
Both meetings start at 6:30 pm.

Your standard Paul Schrader loner — think 
Travis Bickle in Taxi Driver or Ernst Toller in Schrader’s 
previous film First Reformed, among many others — drifts 
from place to place, often at night, ears ringing with his 
own internal screams of guilt and dread. This loner walls 
himself (usually always himself — Schrader’s artistic / 
narrative mission is to probe toxic masculinity) off from 
normal human contact, pulled along by fatalistic strings 
of his own making. Oscar Isaac joins this bleak men’s club 
in Schrader’s The Card Counter as William Tillich (he goes 
by William Tell), who goes from casino to casino, placing 
and winning modest bets at poker tables with the card- 
counting skills he taught himself in prison. 

We soon learn why William was in jail: he worked 
interrogation at Abu Ghraib, and he went away for eight 
and a half years while his superior officer and trainer 
Major Gordo (Willem Dafoe) got off free. William meets a 
young man — “Cirk with a C” (Tye Sheridan) — who has 
his own past with Gordo. His father, too, worked under 
Gordo at Abu Ghraib, came home addicted and violently 
abusive, and eventually killed himself. Cirk wants 
revenge on Gordo: he wants to capture Gordo and torture 
him to death. William has other plans for Cirk; he knows 
what Cirk doesn’t, that once you become a torturer / killer, 
you can never un-become that. 

Schrader’s filmmaking has become as neat and 
clean as William’s hair, graying but not a strand out of 
place. Other than the intentionally off-putting Abu Ghraib 
flashbacks, filmed through a distorting lens, there isn’t an 
ugly or discordant frame in The Card Counter. Schrader 
takes his time, engaging in crossfades or fade-outs. The 
casinos William frequents all look the same and give the 
impression of stinking like cleaning fluid and cigarette 
smoke — not hell, exactly, but limbo. William has already 
been to hell, and a good chunk of his soul still exists there. 
He may see Cirk as his chance at some sort of redemption 
for participating in the repulsive system that deformed 
him and Cirk’s father. He also has eyes for La Linda

(Tiffany Haddish), who runs a stable of gamblers and 
thinks William should be one of them. 

Sometimes Schrader can be a bit on-the-nose. 

A lyric we hear often on the soundtrack goes “In my 
lonesome aberration,” which could be William’s internal 
theme song. (It’s a song by Robert Levon Been, son of late 
Call frontman Michael Been, who composed songs for 
Schrader’s 1992 drama Light Sleeper. A lyric from one of 
those songs is tattooed on William’s back here.) Tiffany 
Haddish can’t help smuggling in some levity, even if 

just in her manner or her line delivery, but otherwise the 
film is borderline mopey and as serious as a stroke. (The 
only other source of humor is Dafoe’s thick military-guy 
mustache.) But as I indicated above, Schrader has gotten 
better at working his particular side of the street, so that 
the immaculate, resolute unflashiness of his style is itself 
pleasurable. He no longer seems to be denying himself 
the contentments of filmmaking; he has developed a tidy, 
rigorous focus. 

Isaac obliges Schrader with a smoldering, 
implosive performance rich in stillness and watchfulness. 
William seldom smiles, although in one of the Abu Ghraib 
flashbacks we see him larking around obscenely with one 
of the prisoners. These places, Schrader says, scorched 
the souls of everyone who entered them, in whatever 
capacity. Much of William’s shame, it happens, is because 
William enjoyed the terror and pain he caused. Near the 
end of Grosse Pointe Blank, John Cusack’s hit-man hero 
tries to account for his life choices: “You do it because you 
were trained to do it, because you were encouraged to do 
it, and because, eventually, you, you know ... get to like 
it.” He appends hilariously, “I know that sounds bad.” 
William, in his lonesome aberration, also knows his past 
sounds bad. Whether he can become good, or at least less 
bad, is very much on William’s and Schrader’s mind; but 
because this is also a noir, it’s not entirely within William’s 
control. Someone always has other plans. 
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capacities. Bowman also noted that music performances 
in Mattapoisett schools will be different this year to 
ensure social distancing.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

With every article I write, I hope to engage 
readers with Rochester’s deep and varied history. Some 
stories seem to take on a life of their own, like the article 
about Lt. Edward Humphrey’s WW II service which was 
inspired by three newspaper clippings saved by Mary 
Nute. They told first of Humphrey missing in action 
over Italy, next as a prisoner of war and lastly his return 
home. In a following article about the war memorials in 
Daggett Square, I again mentioned the Lieutenant, as his 
young son took part in the dedication of the WW II Roll of 
Honor. 

This second mention attracted the attention of 
Humphrey’s niece, who got in touch with me to see 
if she could get access to the first article that she had 
missed. I was happy to email it to her with a picture of Lt. 
Humphrey. She then passed both articles on to her cousin, 
Allan Humphrey, the 2nd son of Edward Humphrey. 

He then emailed me with additional information of his 
father’s war experience which was not addressed in the 
news clippings I referenced. 

After being captured in Anzio, Italy, Lt. 
Humphrey was sent to a POW camp for American 
officers. The camp, Oflag 64, was located in Szubin, 
Poland, and he was taken there with others in a cattle 
car. In the 11 months that he spent in this camp, he and 
the other prisoners were constantly thinking of escape 
and spent time digging secret tunnels. This activity 
ceased after they heard on their hidden crystal radio that 
50 POWS were killed by their captors after a successful 
escape by others from Stalag 7. Prisoners were in as 
much danger from malnutrition as from their captors. 
Humphrey lost 60 lbs. and suffered from jaundice while

In 1945, fairly late in the war, the Nazis were 
becoming fearful of the advancing Soviet Army, so the 
decision was made to move the prisoners 100 miles 
into Germany. After assembling 1500 prisoners, they 
proceeded to march them through the bitterly cold 
January weather. The first night stop of this journey was 
at a Polish farm where “The POWS huddled in a cow barn 
to share body warmth, man and beast alike.” 

It was then that Lt. Humphrey seized his chance 
and escaped. Heading east toward the Soviet Army who 
were at that time part of the Allied Forces, he covered 968 
miles to reach Odessa, Russia (now part of Ukraine.) One 
can imagine the dangers and difficulties he must have 
encountered, though these were memories that he never 
shared. After two and a half months, he along with many 
other POWS returned to the US on a troop ship to Boston 
in April of 1945. My original article said that he was freed 
by Allied Troops. I stand corrected as in reality, he saved 
himself.

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to announce a voluntary Historic Structure plaque 
program to recognize the rich historic and architectural 
history of our town and the people who lived here. 
Hopefully, these plaques will enhance the appearance 

of our town’s older properties and provide information 
about and pride in them. These plaques will help tell our 
shared history and stimulate an interest and appreciation 
of the diversity of architectural styles in our town. They 
will be a fitting way to recognize the historical and 
architectural heritage of Rochester. 

A property will qualify if it can meet two of the 
following criteria: 

Age: The structure is of an advanced age (usually 
built prior to 1970) and retains significant original 
character and design. 

Event: Structures associated with an historic event 
of local, regional or national significance. 

People: Structures associated with the life of 
a person or group who made a notable contribution 
to history. If the original owner cannot be verified, a 
subsequent owner of historic significance may be listed. 

Style: A structure with distinctive characteristics 
of architectural or construction type. 

Cultural Landscape/ Archeology: A former 
structure that contributed to the understanding of our 
local history of record such as a farm or business. 

Plaques will not restrict owners from making 
changes to their property. The plaques are decorative 
and informational only. The plaque is a medium density 
overlay (MDO) waterproof signboard, finished with 
three coats of special sign painters’ oil-based primer and 
a white enamel topcoat with black antique lettering. 
Holes are predrilled and include stainless steel screws for 
mounting. 

The plaques are 12-inches high and 16-inches 
wide. RHC asks that plaques be attached to the front 
facade of the house and visible from the street, if possible. 

Homeowners may ascertain information about 
their properties by consulting the following sources: 

The Survey of Historical and Architectural 
Resources, 4 volumes organized into areas and streets
